“(1) In GENERAL.—The Secretary may amend
a designation under this subsection if the Secretary
finds that the organization has changed its name,
adopted a new alias, dissolved and then reconsti-
tuted itself under a different name or names, Or
merged with another organization.

“(2) PROCEDURE.—Amendments made to a
designation in accordance with paragraph (1) shall
be effective upon publication in the Federal Register.
Subparagraphs (B) and (C) of subsection (a)(2)
shall apply to an amended designation upon such
publication. Paragraphs (2)(A)(4), (4), (5), (6), (7),
and (8) of subsection (a) shall also apply to an

amended designation.

8 TForeign Relations Authorization Act, Fiscal Years 1988
9 and 1989 (22 U.S.C. 2656f) is amended—
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(1) in subsection (a)(2)—

(A) by inserting ‘“‘any terrorist group
known to have obtained or developed, or to have
attempted to obtain or develop, weapons of
mass destruction,” after “‘during the preceding
five years,”; and

(B) by inserting “any group designated by
the Secretary as a foreign terrorist organization
under section 219 of the Immigration and Na-
tionality Act (8 U.S.C. 1189),” after ‘“‘Export
Administration Act of 1979,”;

(2) in subsection (b)(1)(C)(iii), by striking

“and” at the end;

(3) in subsection (b)(1)(C)—
(A) by redesignating clause (iv) as clause

(v); and
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(B) by inserting after clause (iii) the fol-
lowing new clause:

“(iv) providing weapons of mass de-
struction, or assistance in obtaining or de-
veloping such weapons, to terrorists or ter-
rorist groups; and”’; and

(4) in subsection (b)(2)—

(A) by redesignating subparagraphs (C),
(D), and (E) as (D), (B), and (F), respectively;
and

(B) by inserting after subparagraph (B)
the following new subparagraph:

“(C) efforts by those groups to obtain or

develop weapons of mass destruction;”.

(b) EFFECTIVE DATE.—The amendments made by

16 subsection (a) shall apply beginning with the first report

17 under section 140 of the Foreign Relations Authorization

18 Act, Fiscal Years 1988 and 1989 (22 U.S.C. 26561), sub-

19 mitted more than one year after the date of the enactment

20 of this Act.
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
